QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE new 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION: NVhen does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER; It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must tile the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name. 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION; What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates. Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION; What is the purpose o^ the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed tp 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION; Must all firm presently doing busi- 
ness under fictitious names file new statements. 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1. 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION; Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER; Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11 . QUESTION; What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: .Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER; Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Qerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to_ the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Oerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type In capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can 1 see the new law?

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremest for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Cor^ration,” the consunier can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing smt 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Deterrent’, Says L.A.P.D.

Have you heard this expression? “Statistics can be 
used to prove anything.” 

This intellectual cop-out is especially prevalent today 
among those who have an emotional tie to abolish the 

death penalty and dislike the evidence, statistical evidence, _^ 

so overwhelming that the only defense is to sidestep the good Engli/sh 
issue. 

Who do you believe? Well, I go to those who know 
best, the people who are the most directly interested in 

diminishing crime — the policeman. It’s his job, i—- _ 

it is his life that is on the lino. He faces the criminal on 
our behalf. The Los Angeles Police Department, under 
the able direction of Chief Davis, in 1971 issued a study 
on capital punishment which ought to be required reading 
for every Doubting Thomas in California. 

The rise in willful homicide all over California since 
1963 is closely assoc'iated with the decline in enforcement 
of the death penalty. Those who oppose it must bear tlie 
burden of proof in demonstrating other reasons for this ^ 

.. told me I 

Since 1963, there has b«'n but one execution in out 
State. In that year of 1963, the willful homicide rate per could* roar 
106,000 population was 3.7 per cent,

and body. This does not mean there are no ill effects, but that 
they cannot be catalogued and predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years while the 
young personality is finding and.shaping itself, and learning 
how to deal with life’s problems, is an intangible danger to 
try to measure, but of deep importance. That’s a hard fact for 
the young to understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under local 
laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to the 
possession of heroin. The laws provide severe penalties. Even 
being in the company of someone who possesses marihuana 
may make your child liable for arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What about 
parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial answer is that 
your body and personality have matured. Once anyone 
becomes dependent on any drug, including alcohol and 
cigarettes, it can be difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced 
they’re harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger drugs 
when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A teen-ager’s 
experience is limited; it has happened. While marihuana 
itself does not lead to other drug use, association with 
“dealers” and drug users may be the first step to 
experimenting with LSD, speed and even heroin. And these 
drugs are far more than a stronger form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To be 
honest, scientists still don’t know everything about the 
specific effects of mariliuana. But certainly, the “authorities” 
your children quote, know even less. No expert is saying 
today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody has to 
take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk to 
your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that college, 
high school, even junior high students smoke marihuana. 
What about your own son or daughter? Have they tried it? 
Would they tell you? Do you just keep quiet and hope—do 
you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, roach, 
head—words that mean something different to you. They 
seem to know more about drugs than you do—that’s their side 
of the generation gap. But not all their “facts” may be facts. 

Canyoutalk frankly toyour child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with tact 
and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by discussing 
marihuana experiences he’s heard of from his friends. You 
won’t want to come across as accusing or angry—it’s as risky 
to assume he does “turn on” as to assume he doesn’t. Keep it 
simple, direct. And make sure your concern for him, and 
what happens to him, shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if their 
boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people have not 
tried it, and have enough self-assurance to resist trying it. A 
number have tried it once or twice out of curiosity or 
boredom. A smaller number “turn on” just on weekends. A 
small percentage become “heads”—their lives centered 
around marihuana or other drugs, with very little interest 
in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell h im? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, which 
is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, and stories of 
no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana (which 
varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been proven 
conclusively about specific effects of marihuana on the mind

Liston to the Los Angeles Police Department’s conclu¬ 
sion in this study: “Effectively enforced doatli penalty 
system is a deterrent in the prevention of homicides.” 

This is no fuzzy-minded thesis written from an ivory tower. 

This is tlie reasoning of hard-headed, involved officials in 
our largest city’s law enforcement agency. 

Of 316 arrestees intervii'wed in this study, 50.5 per 
cent of those' who responded stated tliat the presence of 
the death penalty WA.S a deterrent to Itieir being armed 
during the commission of tiu'ir crimes. 

The iiasic facts on iliis group of criminals who took 
part in tlie study is interesting. Tlieir average ago was 
just under 29 years, A total of 25 interviewees had 192 
felony arrests among them an average of 7.7 per cent 
felony arrests each before they reached their 29th hirtli- 
(iays, 

l.el’.'- sample their replies when questioned about tlie 
death pi'iially. A 23 year-old male with eleven felony ar¬ 
rests: "I don't carry a gun. 1 don’t want to be shol at 
by the police and am afraid of tlie deatli penalty.” A 
29 year-old wlio used a starter pistol to rob a gas station; 

"I used a lilank revolvi'r. I’m an ex-con.” A 23 year-old 
who sonieliow in four years managed to add up 13 fel¬ 
onies: “I didn't use a gun l-R'eause 1 was afraid of Iho 
gas eliamlx'r.” Or the candid 31 year-old with 15 felony 
arrests all Hie way from New .Jersey to California, picked 
up for an unaimed robbery attempt; “I am waiting for 
the death penally to be removed. Then everytliing is 
free.” 

Thi'ii there wore the other statements: “I would use 
a weajwn if I got into a bind. No one goes to tlie gas 
ehambi'r.” Or, “I am not afraid because no one liolievos 
in the death penalty any more.” 

Regarding this survey, the Los Angeles Police Depart¬ 
ment rightfully says that, “No one can say with certainty 
liow many innocent lives were saved because of tho threat 
of the death penalty.” 

Some say the police are liiased. Hiasod? These are 
the men who have to deal with violence on our behalf. 

Do you think they enjoy bt'ing attacked, shot at and 
knifeii? A policeman enjoys a nice quiet day at work as 
well as you and I. 

God gave each of us a mind to think witli. It is our 
basic tool of survival. Ask yourself, “Does the death 
penalty deter?” Your answer may bo the key to your 
survival in a State of increasing crime.
